2. Ion will recall that one of the very important functions 
which it ie felt the new Psychological Strategy board can perform 
would be that of acting as the open- to- tho~ public reception point 
for idea® and reccTrcndations in the field of psychological war- 
fare, with the thought that in this way our agency and, to a cer- 
tain extent, the Departiaents of State and lei'ense would be pro- 
tected. In other t/ords, the Psychological Strategy Board would 
serve as a receiving and screening point and should be equipped 
till* a skilled public relations officer who would respond to 
correspondence and inquiries in such a way as to give satisfaction 
to interested Individuals their ideas are not being ignored, 
and at the ease time protect the operating agencies from direct 
assault and exposure. Me have not yet reached the point -here we 
are prepared to acknowledge that we have important operating res- 
ponsibilities in the field of psychological warfare, even though 
1 acknowledge the existence of a general awareness on the part 
of the public and the Congress that the CIA has acme responsibil- 
ities in this general field. 


3. Me all hope and are pressing toward the accomplishment 
of the few remaining steps which ramst be taken before the Psycho- 
logical Strategy Board can be officially unveiled and announced. 

xn the interim 
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In the Interim I would suggest that the Departments of State and 
Defense continue to protect us on a “non-committal basis ", with 
the exception that in cases of individuals who are not willing to 
accept this treatment and insist upon more precise Information 
concerning their proposals, these cases be referred to us for 
handling on a case-by-case basis. This should relieve the Depart- 
ments of State and Defense of the most serious pressures without 
involving us in general exposure. We would not wish to see the 
Department adopt a practice of “giving up“ the CIA on a routine 
basis.
